LONDON, Dee 2.—The attempt of the Bavarian Crown Prince 


Rupprecht by ane neircling movement to make nil the brilliant ad- 
vance of General Byng toward Cambrai has resulted apparently in 
complete failure. Although at certain points the Germans pierced 
the British lines and captured positions, men and guns, they have 


paid dearly for their enterprise, 


the dead having been greater in 


numbers than during any similar period of fighting since the war 


began. 


Relatively the British line remains as it was before the German 
drive. Tactieally it is just as strong. The enemy, in great numbers, 
had endeavored to pierce the front at Masnieres, delivering in all ten 
attaeks there, all of which were successfully repuised. Some of tie 
enemy succeeded by redoubled efforts in penetrating the adjoining 
village of les Rues Vertes, but later were driven out in a counter 


attack. 


Masnieres Hard to Hold 

The sharp salient formed by the oc- 
cupation of Masnieres by the British 
was an extremely hard one to hold, 
and during Saturday night General 
Bynk, to improve his line, ordered the 
evacuation of the village, which was 
carried out unhampered by the Ger- 
mans, who Sunday morning evidently 
ad not learned of the strategic niove,

UNFAIR CRITICISM 


The Journal devotes the greater part of its editorial space on 
Saturday to a somewhit ill-tempered criticism of Mr. A. G. MacKay, 
and his great mass meeting on Friday night. As to the fairness or 
honesty of such criticiim, {t may be pointed out that on its front 
page, it pretends to give the dispatch from Ottawa, published in 
The Bulletin, dealing with the $5 per month increase in the separa- 
tion allowance. It, however, deliberately and knowingly suppresses 
the last sentence of the telegram, which reads, “Cheques for January 
will be issued eartier than usual.” 

The dispatch showed that an order-in-counci! had been passed 
increasing the allowance $5 per month. This order was passed in 
November. The natural thing to expect would be that $25 would 
be paid for December and $25 for January. Instead $20 will be 
paid for December and then the 85 extra for December will be 
added to the next payment, making that payment $30 Then comes 


the significant statement that “Cheques for January will be issued 
earlier than usual.”’ Whether Mr MacKay's suggestion that this 
$30 cheque may come just before December 17 or not remains to be 
determined In any event it is apt to be misleading to the recipient, 
because the separation allowance is now fixed at $25—not $30. 
It is easily seen why The Journal becomes somewhat furious, but 
common decency, if nog common honesty, should prevent it from 
giving part of the truth for the whole, and from suppressing the 
very portion of the dispatch upon which the discussion turned. 
The strong point that Mr. MacKay made was that the statistics 
issued by the Department as between August, 1914, and August, 1917, 
showed conclusively that the cost of living had increased 60 per cent 
He gave the government's own figures, and then argued that, even if 
the $15 assigned pay and $20 separation allowance were considered 
sufficient in August, 1914, common justice demanded that these 
should be increased in accordance with the increased cost of living. 
In August, 1914, the wife got $20 separation allowance, and 
$15 in assigned pay, or $35. She will hereafter get 2p and $15, or 
$40. Mr. MacKay’s argument was that she should get $35 plus 60 
per cent of $35, or $56 in all, not $40, as the government now fix it. 
What is worrying The Journal is that throughout Mr. MacKay’'s 
whole argument, he was condemning the government from their 
own statements, all taken from the authentic records which were 
produced and specifically named and day and date given. But of
